John Kelly, in a speech at Spring- 


field, Mass., Juuo 23th, said : "The 
great mistake of Tildeu was iu not 
making hia views know to members of 
Congress, so that the fraud could be 
prevented; but our friend Tilden was 
unwilling to give an opinion. He ought 
to hare known that a conspiracy was 
being formed, and after his election he 
should have said to Congress : 'I have 
been elected, as unmistakable evidence 
shows, and it' you do not place me in 
my position, I shall appeal to the peo- 
ple.' Some say this would have been 
very wrong, and would have caused 
revolution, but I do not think so. The 
whole affair was a game of brag; but 
the wrong still remains, and the dark 
spot on the history of our country can 
never be obliterated. I have found an 
impression that I opposed Hancock in 
1880, and this, gentlemen, is the first 
time I have referred to that subject. 
What interest would wo have to defeat 
Hancock? We did as much as we could 
to nominate him, and probable no peo- 
ple worked harder than thoso of Tam- 
many Hall for his election. He WHS de- 
feated by Tilden and his Wands, and I 
will tell yon why. Tilden was dissatis- 
fied with the result of the couvqiition. 
He wanted the nomination himself. 
That letter, which some people say is a 
great letter for that purpose—thut 'great1 


letter was given to the press before it 
was brought before the convention. The 
country didn't believe iu him after 1876. 
They believed in his ability, but doubted 
his courage. He made up his uuiucl to 
avenge him alf, anil the figures show 
the vote fell off where the Tilden ele- 
ment predominated, while it increased 
where Tammany influence prevailed. 
These, with 15,000 or 20,000 men whom 
the Republicans brought in from New 
England, defeated General Hancock." 


A Busy Place. 


[Truckeo Republican.] 


The Truokee Lumber Company's fac- 


tory is being run to its fullest capacity. 
A few days ago the working time was 
lengthened to twelve hours a day. 
Eighty-three men and boys are now em- 
ployed in the factory alone, and still 
they are unable to keep ahead of the 
work. 


Three car loads of salmon boxes were 


shipped to Alaska, Wednesday last. 
This is the third shipment thai has been 
made to the same place this season. An 
average of two car loads of fruit and 
packing boxes are shipped daily. Over 
two million feet of box lumber is now 
stored in the new yard across the river. 
They will next week commence using 
this, and in the meantime box lumber 
that is turned out of the saw mill, will 
be stored in the old yard between the 
factory and the mill. 


The daily shipments of packing boxes, 


sash, doors, blinds, and rough and 
dressed lumber, now averages between 
•ight and ten car loads. 


The saw mill is now running night and 


day, and they are turning out about 90,- 
000 feet every twenty-four hours. 
Be- 


sides this, they use all that Elle Ellen 
cuts, and considerable from their Dog 
Valley mill. The box factory alone con- 
sumes an average of 35,000 feet of lum- 
ber daily. 


Their system is so perfect that the 


wastage outside of the bark amounts to 
little or nothing. The slabs are taken 
from the saw and cut up into lath bolts, 
and box lumber, and the waste that will 
make neither is converted into wood. 
They have reoentle set up an Everett 
shingle machine, and the best of the 
slabs are cut into suitable lengths and 
taken to the dry house, where they are 
sawed up into box material. 
This 


makes a saving of about 2,000 feet a 
day, of material that has heretofore 
been thrown aside or made into wood.
